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CTY URGES HALT 
ON PS. C0. FARE 
INCREASES AND 
CUTS IN SERVICE 


Brief Contends Present 


Schedule Provides 


Equitable Return, and 
Rise Will Not Im- 


prove Operations. 


It is time to call a halt to the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. pol- 
icy of “charging more and more 
for less and less service,” City 
Counselor Samuel H. Liberman 
said today in opposing the tran- 
sit firm’s request for fare in- 
creases which would amount to 
$1,500,000 a year. 

Liberman filed a brief with 
the Missouri Public Service 
Commission in Jefferson City. 
Contending that present bus and 
streetcar fares provide an equi- 
table return and that higher 
fares would not improve the 
quality of the service, he said: 

“The situation has now 
reached the stage when it be- 
comes the duty of the commis- 
sion to refuse to give its sanc- 
tion to the continuation of the 
policy and practice of higher 
fares, less service, loss and ali- 
enation of passengers.” 

Warns of Breakdown. 

If continued, the prevailing 
policy can lead only to ultimate 
breakdown of the transportation 


system, the brief asserted. 

St. Louis county joined the 
city in opposition to the pro-| 
posed fare increase and estab- | 
lishment of more zones. John J. | 
McAtee, county counselor, and 
his assistant, Herman Barken, | 
sent a memorandum to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. They 
said the entire proposal was 
“unfair and inequitable” and 
should be denied. 

Public Service has had seven 
rate increases in the last six 
years. The average fare has 
jumped from 8.9 cents in the 
1936-1940 base period to 15.99 
cents, an increase of 79.7 per 
cent, Liberman said, and total 
passenger revenue has soared 
from $13,188,000 in 1939 to 
$22,414,000 in 1953. | 

He emphasized that these fare 
increases have been accom- 
panied by decreases in passen- 
gers, in mileage covered by 
busses and streetcars and in 
average speed of vehicles. 

The number of passengers has 
dropped from 147,745,000 to 
137.720,000, the brief con- 
tinued: vehicle miles decreased 
from 43,626,000 to 31,897,000, 
and average speed declined 
from 11.32 miles per hour to 
10.63. 

These figures bear out the 
contention that mass transit is a 
sick industry, and that Public 
Service Co.’s property, patron- 
age and operations are in a state 
of rapid decline, Liberman said, 
adding that they also prove the 
firm has been charging. more 
and more for less and less serv- 
ice.

S.W. Bell in Illinois 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Shocking is the word for the Dec. 
31 announcement that Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. is seeking to im- 
pose higher rates on East Side sub- 
scribers. 

According to the Dec. 14 issue of 
the Wall Street Journal, Southwest- 
ern Bell's system-wide net income 
after taxes increased $8,645,329, to 
total $45,598,672, for the first 10 
months of 1953 over the like period 
for 1952. 

This splendid showing was made 
possible in part by rate increases im- 
posed on East Siders in 1950, 1951 
and 1953. East St. Louis, Granite 
City, Belleville, Edgemont, New 
Athens, O'Fallon, Lebanon and Free- 
burg are served by Southwestern 
Bell, and only the first two commu- 
nities have dial service. 

Especially shocking is this plan 
because East Side subscribers, par- 
ticularly business subscribers, are 
already paying substantially more 
for their telephone service than peo- 
ple in comparable communities. 

~ 


For example, a single party busi- 
ness subscriber in Granite City now 
pays a base rate of $14 per month, 
exclusive of taxes; in Alton, $10.50. 
In East St. Louis, a four-party resi- 
dence subscriber pays $3.65 per 
month: in St. Joseph, Mo., $3.. A 
non-dial, eight-party rural residential 
subscriber in O’Fallon pays $3.15 per 
month: in Peotone, Ill., $2.90 for 
dial service. 

The telephone company tells us it 
has had increased labor expense 
($451,000) due to wage increases 
granted in 1952 and 1953, It does 
not tell us that about 30 per cent of 
this figure is not relevant to our 
intrastate rates, but affects only 
interstate rates; nor that at least 
52 per cent of this figure is passed 
on. to the Government in the form 
of tax deductions. 

The compar’' “»%es admit an in- 
crease in rev due to the 1953 
raising of pay > rates from five 
cents to 10 « but it does not 
mention the ease in revenue 
from new installations. Further, the 
company keeps silent on the decrease 
in expenses that has resulted from 
the dial system.

Why does the telephone company 
announce only the amount of the in- 
crease and not the rates after ad- 
justing for the increase? The answer 
is found in the tariffs on file with 
the Illinois Commerce Commission:

The Hulahan Conviction 


Although found guilty on all eight counts of an 
indictment charging violation of the federal anti- 
racketeering law, there is a chance—probably a 
very slight chance—that Paul H. Hulahan, local 
labor boss, may escape the penalties of the law 
as he ‘has on previous occasions, 

This chance lies in the argument of his lawyer 
that the activities on which Hulahan's conviction 
was based did not affect interstate commerce and 
so are beyond federal jurisdiction. Chief Judge 
George H. Moore of the United States District 
Court kept this question from the jury, stating 
that it involves a point of law which he himself 
will “>cide. 

it doubt, Judge Moore will approach 
th in an absolutely judicial manner, Until 
he -s, however, the latest chapter in the 
Hula..an story will not be closed. 

Should- Judge Moore overrule Hulahan’s coun- 
sel, the business agent of Local 42, AFL Build- 
ing Laborers and Hodcarriers’ Union, will face 
the possibility of a maximum sentence of 20 
years in prison and a fine of $10,000 on each 
count. 

It is hardly proper to anticipate any man’s 
punishment in court. But there is cause for satis- 
faction in the knowledge afforded by the Hula- 
han case and more recent indictments that the 
federal prosecuting machinery again is moving 
against labor shake-downs and other forms of 
racketeering in this area. 

In the summer of 1951, the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed how these activities were inflating build- 
ing costs in and around St. Louis. All groups in 
this community, including especially its working 
people, are proud of its fine reputation for law 
observance. They want none of the gangsterism 
and corruption which have blackened civic life 
elsewhere—especially since the continuation of 
such evils would be a severe handicap in the 
effort of St. Louis to avoid decay and achieve 
new heights of municipal progress. 


The Hulahan case may be left to Judge Moore 
and the law. But the condition which it repre- 
sents is of vital concern to all citizens. They will 
continue to look to the Department of Justice to 
provide the help necessary if grand juries and 
courts are to stamp it out. 
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Making an Impression 
A question which arises in many a young 
man’s mind about the time he starts washing be- 
hind his ears in earnest has been solved. 


The question in question is what are the best 
means of impressing the girls. Turning hand- 
springs, of course, is a standard solution of the 
problem, So is climbing trees. Another method 
in frequent use is drawing up a good right arm 
and showing one’s muscle. 

None of these devices, time-tested though they 
are, have.seemed to produce the desired sensa- 
tional result.

Or if it’s always that hard to save a sea 
gull, we guess a fellow could learn to be satisfied 
with a girl friend who was beautiful, intelligent, 
and unimpressed. 
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Wrong Paragraph in Korea 

The latest Communist misinterpretation of the 
Korean truce terms seems to be based on this 
assumption: If you read all the chapters but the 
last one, you do not need to know how the story 
comes out. 

Should war prisoners be freed on Jan. 23 or 
detained? The U.N. command says they should 
be freed. The Communist command says they 
should be kept as prisoners, on grounds that the 
truce agreement calls for submission of the prob- 
lem of what to do with them to a political con- 
ference. 

One paragraph does say this. The paragraph 
states that 90 days after prisoners have been 
given into the custody of the Neutral Nations 
Repatriations Commission, efforts to win them 
back to one side or the other shall cease, and 
“the question of disposition . . . shall be sub- 
mitted to a political conference.” 

This conference has not been held, and in 
view of Communist obstructionism in the prison- 
er issue, it may not be held for a long time. 
Moreover, the paragraph mentioning the political 
conference is not the final, or deciding, state- 
ment on prisoners. It is followed by this state- 
ment: 

The Neutral Nations Repatriation Commis- 
sion shall declare the relief from the prison- 
er of war status to civilian status of any 
prisoners of war who ‘have not exercised 
their right to be repatriated and for whom 
no other disposition has been agreed to by 
the political conference within 120 days after 


the Neutral Nations Repatriation Commis- 
sion has assumed their custody. 


On Jan, 22, the 120 days will be up. Since no 
other disposition can be agreed to by a political 
conference which has not been held, the prison- 
ers ought to be freed from behind the barbed 
wire. Nothing is to be gained by holding them 
into the uncertain and cruel future. 

That is the U.N. position and it is the only 
honest and humane interpretation of the Korean 
truce terms. 
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Policing the County 

The St. Louis county grand jury’s recommen- 
dation for creation of a “‘centralized” police force 
west of Skinker falls somewhat short of the ideal 
solution to the county’s police problem. That so- 
lution is the establishment of a metropolitan 
police force operating in both St. Louis and the 
county. 

Such a force ought to be able to police the 
entire metropolitan area cheaper and more effi- 
ciently than two or more separate departments. 
Moreover, a metropolitan force could make good 
use of the St. Louis department's headquarters 
and special facilities. These probably would have 
to be duplicated in Clayton at considerable cost 
if the county police were organized as a separate 
department. 

Formidable legal obstacles stand in the way 
of either a metropolitan force or a compulsory, 
consolidated department for the whole county. 
To set up a county-wide force, for example, it 

might be necessary to amend the State Consti- 

tution, and a study by a board of freeholders cer- 
tainly would be a necessary preliminary to the 
metropolitan department, 

In any event, the grand jury’s position is not 
likely to be the principal factor in this matter. 
A citizens’ committee on law enforcement has 
been examining the problem, and its report will 


. ( 


carry much more weight around the Court- 
house. If it strikes out for metropolitan unity, 
so much the better. 


Not Clear Enough 

When two such tireless Red hunters as Col. 
Robert R. McCormick's Chicago Daily Tribune 
and Nevada's Senator Pat McCarran are hesitant, 
in accepting a device to punish Communist con- 
spirators, surely the counsel is not to go un- 
heeded. Speaking of President Eisenhower's pro- 
posal to de-citizenize American citizens who may 
be convicted of Communist conspiracy, Senator 
McCarran says the idea is “half-baked” while 
the Tribune wants to know “how it can be 
achieved within the bounds of the Constitution.” 

The fact is that the President's proposal was 


not clearly enough stated for any certain idea 


to be held about it. Felons are now deprived of 
important privileges of citizenship. For exam- 
ple, they cannot vote. What more the President 
and Attorney General Brownell may have in 
mind must await clarification, if they care to 
give it. 

Meantime it is not a little interesting that the 
Republican chairmen of the Senate and House 
Judiciary Committees, Senator Langer of North 
Dakota, and Representative Chauncey Reed of 
Illinois, neither of whom is a coddler of sub- 
versives, have carefully refrained from hasty in- 
dorsement. Clearly the White House made no 
effort to line up support in advance. 

The idea apparently is to allow the proposal 
to stand or fall on its feasibility. It has already 
served the purpose of allowing Congress an op- 
portunity to give vent to enthusiastic and sus- 
tained applause. 
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Getting Ready to Talk 


The Soviet Union has agreed to hold a pre- 
liminary meeting in Washington this month to 
discuss the time and place for negotiations on 
President Eisenhower's plan for a U.N. atomic 
energy pool. 

It might be a good idea for both sides, at the 
beginning of that preliminary conference, to re- 
mind themselves of one of the essential elements 
of the President's plan. This was that the ne- 
gotiations should be carried out privately. 

In his speech before the U.N., President Eisen- 
hower made a public offer to enter private ne- 
gotiations. Two weeks later the Soviet Union 
made a public announcement of willingness to 
enter such negotiations. Now the United States 
has publicly suggested a preliminary conference, 
and the Soviet Union has publicly accepted the 
proposal. 

Up to now all this spotlighted sparring has 
been understandable and probably justified by 
the long record of hostility and misunderstand- 
ing between East and West. But if both sides 
now desire to enter private negotiations, all they 
have to do is enter private negotiations. 

One of the most hopeful aspects of the Pres!i- 
dent’s proposal was that it did contemplate “con- 
fidential or diplomatic” talks—the kind of talks 
which had been suggested by the U.N. disarma- 
ment resolution on which his plan was based. In 
recent years the world has seen all too many 
diplomatic duels where the purpose was to score 
public propaganda points rather than to reach 
agreement. President Eisenhower's plan offered 
hope that the old deadlocks could be circum- 
vented, just as obstacles to a Korean truce were 
circumvented, if both sides entered private ne- 
gotiations in good faith. 

Under these circumstances, the sooner the ne- 
gotiations become private, the better. 
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Star-Gazers Are Just Old-Fashioned 


It is disappointing to hear that the British as- 
trologers have gone defeatist. C. F. O. Carter, 
their delegate at the international meeting of 
star-gazers in Paris, admitted that they can han- 
dle just about every problem under the sun (It 
is a star, too!) except how to win on the races. 

It isn’t so much that thoroughbreds can be in- 
different to astral influences as the involvement 
of other factors: the owner, the jockey, the 
trainer, the practice boys and, we suppose, also 
the judges. But this complaint that diverse ele- 
ments complicate the problem simply cannot be 
accepted, 

The British star-gazers can put all the touts 
at Epsom out of business if they will only 
properly punch little cards for horse, jockey, 
owner, etc. and feed them into one of those 
“thinking-machines.” In just the moment it takes 
the machine to whirl, the bells to ring and the 
lights to go on, they will have their answer— 
the winner in the Fifth and even the price he 
will pay. 
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Not By the John L. Lewis Book 

Every now and then the International Ladies 
Garment Makers’ Union renews its hold on the 
gold cup for the most reasonable trade union. 

The high point was reached some years ago 
when the union told the New York garment in- 
dustry that it was rapidly losing out to other 
fashion centers. The union would ask no wage 
increase that year, if the employers would put 
some money into an advertising campaign to 
keep themselves in business and the union mem- 
bers in jobs. 

It would be time to talk about pay when the 
results of this campaign became ciear. (The ads, 
by the way, were a big success, and the union 
got pay increases with thanks instead of after a 
wrangle. ) 

That feat may never be surpassed, but the 
ILGWU has again done the unorthodox by offer- 
ing to sign a five-year contract without wage in- 
creases (unless there is a rise of more than 5 
per cent in living costs) provided the employers 
increase their contributions to the industry's 
joint pension fund. The ILGWU wants enough 
money available to retire workers as they be- 
come eligible. No new “fringe benefit” is asked, 
only enough to make the old contract work. 

The reason most frequently given for the good 
employer relations of this union, headed by the 
bouncy David Dubinsky, is that many employers 
once were union members. Maybe so; but the 
Garment Workers had their battles for recogni- 
tion and bargaining power. What saved them 
from renewals of the struggle was acceptance 
of the interdependence of employer and em- 
ploye. No shop, no job. No pay-check, no cus- 
tomer, They were in a joint enterprise. 

That did not end all differences about rates 
and hours. It did, however, bring the arguments 
into the family instead of leaving them to “my 
gang” and “your gang.” 


Still to Be Heard From 

So far we have seen no comment on the 
State of the Union message from a member 
of Congress who hung up a record for the Re- 
publicans in the last session, namely, Repre- 
sentative Noah Mason of Illinois, who voted 
against Eisenhower proposals 76 per cent of 
the time in 1953. -

profiteering and restrictive trade practices make up rest; brick- 
layers have “boondoggled themselves out of stcady work.”

Restrictive union practices in the con- 
struction industry not only feed infla- 
tion by raising costs of building but 
may, in the end, prove costly to work- 
ers themselves. 

A survey by the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch of the bricklayer situation in 
the St. Louis area bears out both these 
facts. The cost of heavy brick and con- 
crete construction in St. Louis has gone 
up 68 per cent since 1946. Wages and 
material cost increases account for only 
36 per cent of that rise. 

The rest is accounted for in part by 
some profiteering by contractors, but 
in the main by restrictive practices of 
the AFL bricklayers’ union, the survey 
shows. 

Years ago, St. Louis contractors re- 
port, bricklayers could lay 2000 to 3000 
bricks a day. Today the average brick- 
layer, working at ordinary capacity, can 
lay 1000. The difference is not slow- 
down or laziness—it’s accounted for by 
the fact that today’s brick walls for the 
most part require each brick to be lined 
up perfectly, for each brick shows on 
the outside of the wall. There used to 
be more solid masonry walls, about 21 
inches thick, and only face bricks 
needed perfect alignment. 

But—and here’s the rub—on some St. 
Louis construction jobs _ bricklayers 
since the war have averaged only 200 
bricks a day. (A large Milwaukee build- 
er says his masons lay 800 a day.) 

Contractors have lost money on sev- 
eral major St. Louis area jobs because 
of what they charge has been a brick- 


layers’ slowdown. The unions dictated 
to contractors and refused to furnish 
men to those who wouldn't knuckle un- 
der. Unions demanded premium® pay 
and held apprenticeship programs to a 
minimum to keep a labor shortage. 
Costs of brick construction zoomed. 


The result? Most big construction 
jobs in the St. Louis area now are mak- 
ing use of other materials—corrugated 
asbestos siding, tiltup concrete wall 
panels, metal wall panels and other 
substitutes. 


The Union Electric Co. of St. Louis 
estimates that by changing from brick to 
other construction on recent new build- 
ings it has saved $4.55 a square foot on 
one job and $5.84 a square foot on an- 
other job over its most recent brick 
construction work—work on which 
bricklayers averaged only 200 bricks 
bricks a day. Other companies report 
similar experience. 


Today St. Louis bricklayers, who for 
several years rejected home construc- 
tion jobs for big jobs on which union 
control could be better exerted, are 
finding work hard to get. They're can- 
vassing real estate developers for work. 
They’ve dropped demands for overtime. 
They have ceased what had been an ex- 
panding demand for special treatment 
and pay. 

They have, in fact, boondoggled them- 
selves out of steady work and damaged 
the base of their own trade by restric- 
tive practices. There’s a lesson there for 
the entire construction trade. 


TVA After Twenty Years

The Tennessee Valley Authority in 
its annual report at the end of 20 years 
of operation is able to point to some 
great material achievements in the re- 
gion it serves. The consumption of elec- 
tricity has risen from 1.5 billion kilo- 
watt hours annually to 24 billion kilo- 
watt hours—several times more rapidly 
than the nation-wide increase. 

The report presents TVA’s power 
operations as “self-supporting and self- 
liquidating.” There has been and will 
be endless dispute as to the power book- 
keeping in the TVA reports, but the 
figures do show a net rate on the esti- 
mated power investment of 2.7 per 
cent last year and as high as 5.8 per 
cent in some years. Finally, some 
$81,000,000 has been paid back into the 
United States Treasury for use to re- 
tire bonds. 

At the same time—TVA has continued 
as directed by law to develop and main- 
tain navigation in the Tennessee basin; 
has developed new fertilizers and en- 
couraged better farm practices; it has 
worked effectively in the conservation 


of soil and forests: it has stimulated in- 
dustries, including such private giants 
as the Aluminum Co. of America and 
such public giants as the atomic energy 
plants. 

The controversial element in TVA 
has always been and will doubtless re- 
main its power operations. Criti- 
cism {n some quarters has increased 
as the Authority has found it necessary 
to build steam plants to supplement 
its hydroelectric plants. A private com- 
pany would not be criticized for doing 
this, but a public agency, established to 
develop a river, might not be expected 
to derive 36 per cent of its power from 
steam, as TVA did last year. 

President Eisenhower was thought to 
have had TVA in mind when he spoke 
some months ago of “creeping so- 
clalism,” but he has disclaimed any 
intention to sell TVA, literally or other- 
wise, down the river,. The whole idea 
will probably come under sharp ex- 
amination in the new session of Con- 
gress, but TVA can stand it—it has 
done a good job, 
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Dictionary Term

Many: men have made their names 
dictionary terms by certain deeds— 
Lynch, who took the law into his own 
hands; Hobson, who gave his customers 
only one choice; Quisling, the Norwe- 
gian traitor; and Boycott are among 
these. 


In mid-November, former President 
Harry Truman said that Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s “name has taken on a diction- 
ary meaning.” His definition was any- 
thing but flattering to the Senator. 
Curious to see if “McCarthyism” was 
really going to become a standard part 
of our language, I queried the editors 
of two famous dictionaries. Fellow 
Monitor readers may be interested in 
their replies. 


The general editor of the Merriam- 
Webster dictionaries wrote me: “We 
are collecting in our files numerous in- 
stances of the use of this word (‘Mc- 


[ 


Carthyism’), Later we shall study these 
quotations, and when it appears that 
the meaning may be said to have settled 
or stabilized itself, we will consider 
writing a definition on the basis of 
our collected evidence. Only then will 
we be able to say whether the word 
has established itself in the language 
with sufficient force to warrant being 
included in our dictionaries.” 

The editors of the Funk & Wagnalls 
dictionaries informed me: “The term 
‘McCarthyism’ was picked up by us in 
1950 and included in our Supplement 
No, 5 of New Words and Words in the 
News. Since then it has acquired a 
much broader meaning and is well on 
the way to achieving the dictionary 
status referred to by Mr. Truman.” 

Personally, I do not believe Mr. Tru- 
man’s definition can be improved upon.

Between Book Ends 


Mellow and Sprightly 


THE AMERICAN DRINK BOOK, by S$. S. Field. 
(Farrar, Strauss and Young, 282 pgs., $6.50.) 


Obviously a man deeply in love with 
his subject, Mr, Field has worked with 
devotion and zest to produce a book 
that is, in its own particular fashion, 
a 10 strike. “An elegant volume,” his 
publishers call it, and it is precisely 
that—a beautiful and valuable work, 
mellow and sprightly by turn. 

Here is, in one of its several facets, 
a history of drinking in this country, 
told with anecdote and bright episode 
and a happy wit. Whatever the urbane 
continentals may think, the subject has 
a long and fairly honorable record in 
these states. Mr. Field was born and 
reared in New Orleans, that joyous 
center of good spirits as well as good 
spirit; and that fact (to a prejudiced 
fellow-native) helps explain the book’s 
understanding and devotion to its ma- 
terials. 

But Mr. Field does not confine his 
attention to the Creole city. With true 
tolerance, he pays 
tribute to Puerto 
Ricans, Rhode 
Islanders, Virgin- 
ians and Old World 
residents; in the 
process of flavor- 
some research he 
has tossed some odd 
facts and assorted 
information into 
the bowl, After “A 
Glassful of History” 
he introduces us to 
“Stills, Stirrups and 
Steeples” and “Wit, 
Wisdom and Wine.” 

With that Mr. 
Field gets down to cases, in a “College 
of Wining and Dining,” with descrip- 
tions and evocations of the five best 
known red and white table wine types, 
and variations on the first five themes 
of Bacchus. Appetizer wines, dessert 
wines, sparkling wines, the care and 
uses of wine. ... If you want more 
the author will tell you how to “know 
and buy American wines” and also 
French ones. Next he takes you 
through a “quicker liquor curriculum 
on spirits and beer,” offering “what you 
should know about rum,” ditto about 
brandy, gin, vodka and liqueurs, One 
large section of the book is “The Com- 
plete Bartender and the Hundred 
Greatest American  Drinks’’— alone 
worth, of course, the price of admission. 

This delighted reviewer can give per- 
sonal testimony to Mr. Field’s collec- 
tion of recipes in which food and spirits 
are mixed—‘“Now You're Cooking With 
Liquor.” Here it is necessary only to 
recite a few titles, “rum Boston cream 
pie,” “brandied gooseberry fool,” 
“strawberries ’Ruminoff,” “ham steak in 
red wine.” “beef Kill Divil,” ‘“brandied 
turkey with butternut dressing,” “intox- 
icated rack of lamb,” and, to prove that 
Mr. Fields is no mere aristocrat, “ham- 
burgers Burgundy”! 

Here, too, are some handsome photo- 
graphs of flip, toddy and wine glasses, 
ring flasks and (oddly) an ancient root- 
beer bottle; all-purpose wine glasses 
and some lively period cuts. All this 
and social-economic comment as well. 
For Mr. Field informs us that it was 
over his toddies that the common man 
“came to grips with the moral issues 
of the day.” To prove it he presents 
an eighteenth century tavern sign show- 
ing social consciousness, a demand for 
“Pacem et Libertatem.” -The volume is 
dedicated to the author’s mother, Flo 
Field, “a great woman” (and also, he 
might have added, a great lady), her- 
self a more than gifted writer of tne

Dr. Hugh Prather, Kennedy 
Veterans’ Hospital manager, said 
the paraplegic vets were turned 
out yesterday because they left 
the Veterans’ Hospital in Cleve- 
land, earlier this week without 
permission.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — A 
total of 214 persons were in- 
dicted on criminal charges and 
101 were convicted as a result 
of the sweeping investigations 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
Senator John Williams (Rep.), 
Delaware, told the Senate yes- 
terday. 

Of those indicted, 105 were 
employes or former employes of 
the federal agency, Williams 
said, and 109 were “outsiders” 
who conspired with Internal 
Revenue officials or employes to 
defraud the government. Sixty 
of those convicted were bureau 
employes or former employes. 


Senator Williams reported 
that in there were 388 employes 
of the Revenue Bureau who 
were “separated for cause” or 
who retired or resigned as a 
result of the investigations. Sen- 
ator Williams’s report covered 
the period Jan. 1, 1951, to Nov. 
17, 1953. 

Of the 388 employes who 
were fired or quit, 88 were 
charged with acceptance of 
bribes or gratuities, 40 were 
charged with embezzlement, 51 
were charged with failure to 
pay their own income taxes and 
the remainder were accused of 
refusing to co-operate with the 
investigation or incompetence. 

The largest number of convic- 
tions of employes, 21, was for 
embezzlement. Other convictions 
conspiracy 14;

Senator Williams listed eight 
collectors as having been fired, 
or who quit under fire.

— Georgia Only State in U.S. That 
Now Lets Teen-Agers Vote. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)-—- 
If the United States lowers the 
voting age to 18, as President 
Eisenhower proposes, it will fall 
in line with the practice of Mex- 
ico, Argentina, Turkey and the 
Soviet Union, 

Those are the only major 
countries which permit their citi- 
zens to start casting ballots at 
18. Mexico lets 18-year-<olds 
vote only if they are married. 
Otherwise they must wait until 
they are 21. 

Switzerland and Germany fix 
the minimum voting age at 20. 
Most other countries—including 
Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Canada—hew to the practice the 
United States has traditionally 
followed and set the voting age 
at 21. 

Some countries feel even 21 
years of living do not make a 
person wise enough to vote. Nor- 
way makes its citizens wait untib 
they are 23, Holland and Fin- 
land insist on 24. Japan, Spain 
and Denmark are the fussiest of 
all. Their minimum voting age 
is 25. 

No country sets an upper age 
limit on voting. Thus in most 
of them an 18-year-old ts 
deemed unfit to vote while a 


man past 100 is welcomed in the | 


voting booth if he is strong 
enough to be propped up fm it. 

In this country only Georgia 
has lowered the voting age to 
18. The argument advanced 
there is the one Eisenhower in- 
voked in last Thursday's State 
of the Union message: 

“For years our citizens be- 
tween the age of 18 and 21 have, 
in time of peril, been summoned 
to fight for America. They 
should participate in the political 
process that produces this fate- 
ful summons.” 

Russia, says the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, let 18-year-olds vote 
on the theory they are already 
industrially productive and “the 
earlier the age at which one be- 
gins to vote, within reason, the 
sooner is one politically edu- 
cated.” 

Just what educational advan- 
tage there is in voting “yes” 
for one slate of candidates is 
not made clear. 

The United States Constitu- 
tion does not fix the age of first 
voters. At present that is up 
to the individual states. What 
Eisenhower wants is a constitu- 
tional amendment setting the age 
at 18 in all states, *

Puls is the designer of the 
proposed federal Hell's canyon 
dam, 

Hoisington said that three 
concrete dams would cost more 
than double Idaho Power Co.'s 
estimate for its projects. 


Hoisington said his estimate 
of the construction cost of the 
federal Hell’s Canyon dam to- 
taled $356,800,000 under 1951 
price levels, Four per cent would 
boost the total about $14,000,000, 
he said. 


Hoisington said Reclamation 
Bureau engineers at Boise, Ida- 
ho, estimate three concrete,dams 
at Idaho Power’s proposed sites 
would cost $285,700,000. He said 
the bureau made no estimate for 
rockfill dams with concrete fac- 
ings. 

Idaho Power has _ estimated 
the cost of tits three rockfill

Senator MicCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, who spent most of last 
year hunting Reds, moved into

McCarthy announced yester- 
day that his Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee will start 
closec i.-arings next week to 
consider reports from its staff 
members who recently returned 
after two months in the terri- 
tory. 

The subcommittee has author- 
ity to examine any situation 
where federal funds are involved. 
Since McCarthy became chair- 
man, it has been devoting most 
attention to charges of Commu- 
nist penetration in the federal 
service. 


Denies Reports. 


Recent published reports that 
the Administration had induced 
McCarthy to work in other fields 
brought a flat denial from the 
| Senator. 

But he said “there is nothing 
to indicate that Communism will 
be an important element” in the 
Alaska inquiry—the first major 
project announced for his sub- 
committee in this new seSsion of 
Congress. 

McCarthy said there was “no 
significance at all” in this, add- 
ing: “This case just happens to 
be ready now.” 


Red Inquiry to Go On. 

The Senator said his subcom- 
mittee will continue its investi- 
gation of Communism in several 
areas, 

The Alaska inquiry, he ex- 
plained, will cover charges “of 
false claims, bribery, misappli- 
cation of Government funds and 
waste of millions of dollars in 
various development projects fi- 
nanced directly or indirectly by 
the Federal Government.” 

In this connection, he said 
the subcommittee would examine 
“the conduct of various indi- 
viduals who held governmental 
positions dealing with Alaska to

U.S. PLANS MORE 
ATOMIC TESTS IN 
PACIFIC SOON 


Continued From Page One. 


observers other than United 
States officials concerned.” 

This was regarded as addi- 
tional evidence that the Mar- 
shall Islands tests—to be held at 
some unannounced date—will in- 
volve highly important develop- 
ments in the atomic weapons 
field that this country is not 
yet ready to show even to its 
allies. 

The last time foreign observ- 
ers were allowed at a major 
atomic test was in 1946—before 
the cold war set in. Then, two 
Soviet representatives were 
among several hundred Ameri- 
can and foreign watchers and re- 
porters who saw a fleet of war- 
ship atom-bombed in the Bikini 
atoll in the Marshalls. 

The announcement said the 

tests will be conducted by Joint 
Task Force 7, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Percy W. Clarkson. 
Pleased With Spring Tests. 
First indications that the new 
tests were on the way came in 
the AEC’s semi-annual report 
last July.. The commission said 
then that it was pleased with 
its spring series of Nevada tests, 
which it said had opened some 
“very profitable avenues to new 
and improved weapons.” 
Testing of standard atomic 
fission explosions needed to 
trigger an H-bomb presumably 
were included in those tests. It 
also was reported unofficially at 
that time that AEC had begun 
large-scale production of mate- 
rials for H-bombs. 
The July AEC report noted 
that its Pacific proving grounds 
were being enlarged with the 
reopening of the Bikini atoll, 
180 miles east of Eniwetok, 
where most recent A-bomb tests 
in that area have been held. The 
Bikini island cluster was used 
last for the 1946 experiments 
with naval vessels. 


AEC’s anncuncement last 
night did not say whether the 
coming tests would involve 
Eniwetok, Bikini~or both. 
There have been reports that 
an entire island vanished at 
Eniwetok in a 1952 test detona- 
tion of a relatively small hydro- 
gen device. These reports have 
gone unchallenged by AEC. 
Some experts think it possible 
that several islands fringing 
the 20-mile-wide Bikini lagoon 
“sae be atomized by a super- 
omb. 


Observers Far Away. 


The results of such a blast 
would probably have to be re- 
corded on intricate measuring 
instruments, many of them of 
automatic radio sending design, 
while observers stayed far away. 

Test structures, such as those 
used in the 1946 blasts of two 
A-bombs at Bikini, probably 
would be unable to survive an 
H-bomb explosion.

Using a mild soap wor'ed 
into a rich lather, wash your 
face with a rotating motion, 
working the soap into it with a 
rough washcloth, a soft com- 
plexion brush or your hands. 
Then rinse thoroughly. These 
washing sessions are needed 
three to six times a day. 


A few blackheads may be re- 
moved each day immediately 
after the hot-water softening 
and the scrubbing with soap. 
They must never be squeezed 
out, but pressed out. With a piece 
of cotton dipped in alcohol and 
placed over the tips of the fore- 
fingers, gently press on both 
sides of the blackhead. If the 
plug is stutFborn, give up—then 
try it again the next day.

4 Notes on Tile. 


UR friends the people who 
make clay and ceramic tile 
have sent us a note to the 
effect that most people who 
have tile in their bathrooms or 
kitchen don’t know the proper 
method of keeping same clean. 
After a good deal of research 
the tile people have found that 
if you wash tile with ordinary 
soap and water the soap will 
often leave a hard scum on the 
tile much the same as it will on 
clothes assuming, of course, that 
the water is moderately hard. 
They suggest that you use a 
soapless detergent or washing 
soda on both floor and wall tile. 


Another thing that can cause 
people with a tile floor a hard 
time is what to do with the mor- 
tar joints between the tile when 
they become darkened through 
the absorption of dirt and dust. 

If you don’t let things go too 
far the joints can be cleaned by 
scrubbing with a fiber brush and 
a mild household scouring pow- 
der. Needless to say, you don't 
want to use a harsh abrasive on 
these joints because this might 
scar the tile. 


Often you can lighten up the 
mortar joints with a household 
bleach. When this fails it’s 
possible to soften up the mortar 
with some muriatic acid and 
then scrape it out with a sharp 
pointed tool. After this, you 
can install white mortar or 
white tile cement.

Every West opened the heart 
king, and at seven of the eight 
tables continued the heart suit. 
After that, the various declarers 
merely gave up a trick to the 
trump king and could claim the 
balance. 

One West, however, tried to 
defeat the four-spade contract. 
At trick 2 he shifted to his 
singleton diamond. Then, when 
declarer played to the spade ace 
and returned a spade toward 
dummy, this West put up the 
spade king and UNDERLED his 
remaining heart honors, his hope 
obviously being to find East with 
the heart jack. Then a diamond 
would of course let West ruff 
for the setting trick. 


In view of the fact that there 
was a 50 per cent chance that 
East held the heart jack — so 
minor a card would not have 
affected the bidding, one way or 
the other—this particular West 
deserved better luck. A 50 per 
cent chance to defeat the con- 
tract was surely worth consider- 
ing, even at duplicate, when the 
cost could be no more than 30 
points if the play went wrong. 
In this case, however, imagina- 
tion and boldness were severely 
punished; this particular East- 
West came out with a cold zero 
on the board by giving South 
an overtrick. 


TB Death Rate 


Decline in ‘53

is an appropriate time to 

look back on the previous 12 
months to see how we are pro- 
gressing. in public health in St. 
Louis, 


One of the most encouraging 
facts seen in our health inven- 
tory of 1953 is the remarkable 
reduction in the tuberculosis 
death rate in the past year. 

Last year there were 159 resi- 
dent deaths from tuberculosis— 
a rate of 18.3 per. 100,000 popu- 
lation—the lowest rate ever re- 
corded here. This compares with 
222 deaths and a rate of 25.7 in 
1952. 


When one compares the latest 
figures with the rate of 174.9 in 
1900, it is evident what great 
progress has been made in com- 
batting tuberculosis. 

.. ae 

UNDOUBTEDLY the great re- 
duction in the past year reflects 
the effectiveness of the new 
drugs used in treating tubercu- 
losis. Certainly the medical pro- 
fession is better able to cope 
with this disease today than ever 
before. 

Obviously, however, tubercu- 
losis must be found before it can 
be treated; and it must be found 
in its early stages if modern 
treatment methods are to be 
most effective. 

Although tuberculosis rates 
have declined, the disease is still 
a serious public health problem, 
ranking ninth as a cause of 
death. Further redtiction of the 
tuberculosis death rate depends 
upon finding more cases and 
bringing them to treatment while 
the disease is in its early stages. 
More than ever before, an inten- 
sified case-finding program as- 
sumes major importance. 

Usually a person has no rea- 
son to suspect that he has tuber- 
culosis until the disease is in a 
well-advanced stage. 

A simple X-ray of the chest, 
however, can detect the disease 
in its early stages; thus a chest 
X-ray is the most important 
single method used in finding 
tuberculosis. As part of its case- 
finding program the Health Di- 
vision maintains X-ray depart- 
ments in four of the city’s five 
health centers.

DECEMBER FACTORY EARNINGS 
EQUAL RECORD OF NOVEMBER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP) 
— Average hourly earnings of 
factory workers were reported 
today by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics at $1.79 in December, 
equal to November's. record 
high. 

The figure, including overtime 
and other premium pay, is six 
cents above the total for Decem- 
ber a year ago. 

Weekly factory pay in Decem- 
ber averaged $71.78, up slightly 
from November, but, because of 
fewer average working hours, 
36 cents below the peak set in 
December 1952. The average 
factory work week in December 
was 40.1 hours, compared with 
41.7 hours a year earlier.
